Hoover, in a dramatic state¬ 
ment last night, laid the death of 
Fried, 32, head of a Bronx sand 
and stone company, at the hands 
of a four-man "kidnap syndicate" 
which tried for weeks afterward 
to collect a $200,000 ransom. 
OTHER CREMES 

The chief of the federal bureau 
of Investigation said “certain 
ones” of the quartet also had con¬ 
fessed they collected $14,900 in 
two hitherto unrevealed Brooklyn 
kidnapings, and said they are un¬ 
der suspicion in two other kidnap 
cases and three holdups. 

The men. Hoover said, shot 
Fried to death in a lower East 
Side apartment and burned his 
boriy in a furnace. 

He named the suspects as De¬ 
metrius Gula, 30. a pinball oper¬ 
ator; William Jacknis, 27, a WPA 
playground instructor; John Vlrga, 
34, a clothes presser, and Joseph 
S, Sacoda, 27, now in Sing Sing 
prison for parole violation. 

$1900 PAID 

Hoover said all four have po¬ 
lice records and will be turned 
over to local authorities for prose¬ 
cution. They were arrested over 
the week-end. 

Victims in the two Brooklyn 
abductions were Benjamin Farber, 
33, a coal dealer, and Norman 
Miller, 19, son of the head of a 
stevedore concern. 

Hoover said the kidnapers 
•seized Farber last April 18 in 
front of a Brooklyn branch of the 
National City bank, and released 
him, unharmed, shortly after his 
family paid $1900 of a $2.'),000 ran¬ 
som demand. 

RANSOM IN GARBAGE CAN 

Young Miller, he .said, wa.s kid¬ 
naped last July 24 as he left a 
Brooklyn theater, and freed within 
24 hours when the father paid 
the gang $13,000. It wa.s the 
youth’s memory of his experience 
that enabled G-men to trace the 
gang. 

The Farber ransom, at the kid¬ 
napers’ order, was tossed from 
the Willlamsburgh bridge at a 
designated spot, and the ransom 
for young Miller, a student at 
Franklin and Marshall college, at 
Lancaster, Pa., was left in a gar¬ 
bage can in downtown Manhattan. 

Hoover said the gang used as 
their hideout a vacant store 
owned by Gula near a lodge hall

TOKYO. (.S’)—Japan bluntly an¬ 
nounced to the world tonight that 
she Intends to create a political 
and economic bloc consisting of 
the Japanese empire, Manchoukuo 
and China in carrying out her 
"immutable policy” for Asiatic 
reconstruction after the war with 
China. 

A formal government declara¬ 
tion left a loophole for possible 
peace with the present govern¬ 
ment of China "if it were to come 
forward to join in the establish¬ 
ment of the new order.” 

The statement expressed grati¬ 
tude to those nations “which are 
in sympathy with us”—presum¬ 
ably Germany and Italy, Japan’s 
allies in an anti-Communist pact. 


Other western powers were not 
mentioned. 

’The declaration was issued in 
commemoration of tomorrow’s na¬ 
tional holiday, birthday of the 
Emperor Meiji, grandfather of 
Emperor Hirohito and considered 
the founder of the modern Japa¬ 
nese empire. 

Previously the foreign office 
spokesman had declared that Asi¬ 
atics "can hardly accept as fair 
treatment” the existence through¬ 
out Africa and Asia of colonies of 
western nations. 

’The statement was made follow¬ 
ing a question as to the probable 
tenor of Japan’s reply to the 
United States note of Oct. 6 de-

FORCED TO WRITE 

Hoover said the gang at first 
intended to seize his brother, 
Hugo, whom they thought a “big 
shot,” but took Fried, executive 
in a Bronx Sand and Gravel com¬ 
pany instead.

IOWA CITY, Iowa. (A4—Mem¬ 
ory tests at the University of 
Iowa showed that 6605 sixth grade 
school children forgot what they 
had read almost as soon as they 
read it. 

Herbert F. Spitzer made the 
tests, for a master's degree. He 
gave each child two 600-word ar¬ 
ticles and quizzed them after the 
readings. He found the children 
forgot 44 per cent of the facts 
contained in the articles shortly 
after reading. A week later they 
had forgotten 67 per cent. 

Spitzer thereupon devised a "re¬ 
call” test to be applied immedi¬ 
ately after reading. These were 
found to reduce forgetfulness con¬ 
siderably.

Suitable 

Charges of "diabolical" conduct 
of the juvenile home and juvenile 
court, made before the American 
Legion’s county council and cause 
of a furore in court circles, today 
were branded false by the special 
county grand jury.

'The grand jury investigation 
was requested by Judge Ames, 
following presentation of charges 
at the Ijegion council's meeting 
by Rus.sell S. Norton of Balboa 
Island, who cited affidavits and 
other papers in attacking conduct 
of the home and court. The Le¬ 
gion council voted for an investi¬ 
gation: and Judge Ames immedi¬ 
ately went before the grand jury 
to urge that the investigation be 
made immediately. 

SO.^IE POSTS DISSENT

Speeding expansion of the navy 
to keep pace with that of Great 

Britain—long the No. 1 sea 
force—the government is build¬ 
ing: 

Six new super-dreadnoughts 
mightier than any battleship 
that have ever put out to sea. 

Two large airplane carriers and 
an undisclosed number of the big¬ 
gest bombing planes ever built. 

Thirty-seven destroyers, 16 sub¬ 
marines and seven cruisers of the 
most modern type. 

Besides these 68 warships, con¬ 
gress has authorized but not yet 
provided funds for three addition¬ 
al battleships, .65 destroyer.s, 18 
submarines and eight cruisers. 

The 15.3 new ships, combined 
with 349 already in service, would 
bring the total to 502—a new 
high In United States naval 
air force of 1800 planes, already 
rated the world’s finest, is to be 
incrased to 3000 planes. 

Each of nine new battleships 
mightier than any sbattleship 
will be armed with nine 16-inch 
guns, which can hurl tremendous¬ 
ly destrouctive shells 20 miles, as 
well as smaller guns and anti-air¬ 
craft artillery. These "bulldogs" 
of the fleet will cost about $70,- 
000 apiece. 

Our main naval objective is to 
keep the battle fleets a clo.se sec¬ 
ond in size to those of Great Brit¬ 
ain which must protect far flung 
lines of empire communication. 
Japan does not now exchange nav¬ 
al statistics but she is rated a 
strong third in sea power. 

The battleship lineup of the 
three powers is: Britain, 15; Uni¬ 
ted States, 15 and Japan 10. The 
British are building seven com¬ 
pared with six building here and 
three others approved. The Jap¬ 
anese are believed to be construct¬ 
ing a few battleships. 

The British top the list in un¬ 
der-age cruisers with 40 to our 30 
and Japan's 26, In modem de- 
■stroyers, the count is 91 for Ja¬ 
pan, 89 for Britain and 50 for 
United States. The Japanese lead 
in under-age submarines with 41 i 
to 40 for Britain and 28 for this 
country. 

Under naval treaty limitations, 
a .ship which is over-age is theo¬ 
retically obsolete. It may, how¬ 
ever, be quite serviceable. 

This year congress appropriated 
$600,000,000 for naval construc¬ 
tion, and it is now expected the 
annual naval budget may run 
around three-quarters of a billion 
dollars for some years to come.

Assessor Sleeper Tells Effect 
Here If Single Tax Plan Wins 


Adoption of Proposition 20, the 
Sales Tax repeal-Single Tax ini¬ 
tiative, on Nov. 8 will mean even¬ 
tual elimination of nearly $83,000,- 
000 of improvements and pensonal 
property from the tax rolls in 
Orange county, with proportionate 
increase of taxes on land values, 
it is reported by James Sleeper, 
Orange county assessor, in an an¬ 
alysis prepared for the Orange 
County Council Against Single 
Tax. 

"Inasmuch as the Single Tax 
has been before the voting public 
of this state repeatedly during the 
past 20 or more years, most of 
us are more or less familiar with 
the general purpose,” Mr. Sleeper 
said. "However, each time that 


the same is presented to the 
voters it is dressed in different 
clothes, and yet the general pur¬ 
pose of it never changes. 

"Henry George goes straight to 
the point in his works when he 
says 'I would bring about instant¬ 
ly, if I could, such changes of our 
laws all over the world as would 
confiscate private ownership in 
land, without one penny or^ com¬ 
pensation to the miscalled 
owners.’ ’’ 

"The advocates of the Single 
Tax in this state do not generally 
tell the voters the true intent, and 
this year have Intended to make 
the change resulting from the 
passing of their measure appear 
to be less painful than heretofore,

years for the institution or the 
completion of their plan. This is 
done by the spreading of the ex¬ 
emption on improvements and 
tangible personal property over a 
period of ten years, a tenth of 
such as.ses3ments being exempted 
over the previous year until the 
100 per cent of such assessment 
is exempted, and providing that 
during this period there shall be 
no increase in the assessed value 
of improvements and personal 
property. 

“In addition thereto, and dur¬ 
ing this period, it provides that 
the owner of a home occupied by 
the owner shall be exempted from 
taxation to the extent of $1000. 

"We find that the following ef¬ 
fect in Orange county, if and when 
the single tax becomes a part of 
our laws, will be that all improve¬ 
ments Including buildings, trees, 
pipe lines, derricks, vines, etc., 
and personal property including 
merchandise, electric plants, and 
the many other items of tangible 
personal property, including mil¬ 
lions of barrels of oil In storage 
in this county, and the oil re¬ 
fineries (the latter two amounting 
to millions of dollars) would be 
exempt. 

"For example, the total assessed 
value of real estate in Orange 
county is $109,202,125; the total 
assessed value of improvement is 
$73,576,740; and the assessed 
value on personal property is $19,- 
718,455; thus making a total as¬ 
sessed value on improvements and 
personal property of $93,295,195, 
from which there is exempted by 
virtue of school ownership, public 
ownership, church and soldier's 
exemption, $10,401,480, leaving a 
net assessed value upon taxes to 
be collected each year on Improve¬ 
ments and personal property, of 
$82,393,715. All this would at the 
end of ten years be exempt, and 
the burden of the taxes collected 
thereon be transferred to the as¬ 
sessment on real estate of $109,-

"Before leaving the matter of 
single tax It Is Interesting to note 
that if the owner and .occupant of 
a small home assessed at $400 is 
to be exempt, and the owner and 
occupant of a home assessed at 
$5000 is to be exempt $1000, that 
the owner of the large home is 
exempted considerably more than 
the owner of the small home, and 
most likely this difference would 
not be made up by the increase 
in the taxes upon the lot alone. 

"Regarding the repeal of the 
sales tax, we find that to July 
1. 1938, the state apportionment 
to Orange county, including the 
federal apportionment combined 
with the needy blind, the needy 
aged, and orphan support, total 
$1,268,463. 

"We also find that the state 
apportioned for the sales tax for 
the year 1938-39 for our schools 
a total of $1,633,089. 

"It is quite evident that if the 
sales tax is repealed the state’s 
income is naturally reduced, and 
that therefore it would be im¬ 
possible for the state to apportion 
to this county any where near 
the amount of these figures above 
quoted less the amount advanced 
by the federal goverment, and so 
must be made up by local taxa¬ 
tion upon real estate and there¬ 
fore our schools would suffer ma¬ 
terially. 

“It is hard to really predict the 
possible effect in its ramifica¬ 
tions If the repeal of the sales 
tax is voted favorably and a sin¬ 
gle tax is voted favorably and a 
single tax Is instituted.”

"Second, we find that the food 
provided for the children in the 
juvenile home is clean, wholesome 
and adequate; that the beds and 
sleeping apartments provided for 
the children are clean and well 
kept; that the children confined 
in the home arq treated kindly 
and every possible attention given 
to their comfort. 

“In an investigation of the Ju¬ 
venile court, we wish to make the 
following report: 

“The Juvenile court has been 
operated according to the law. 
TTie delinquents are given every 
opportunity to present their cose, 
and Judgment has been rendered 
by the court tn accordance with 
the facts ascertained, having in 
mind the best interest of the Ju¬ 
venile concerned.”

I have been more and more im¬ 
pressed with the desirability of re¬ 
questing quite a large number of 
people to write Rev. Roy L. Smith 
of Los Angeles as you suggested 
when speaking before our club, 
reminding him of the many good 
features of the Townsend Plan, 
and particularly the benefits 
which would be derived by his 
church. It might not be best to 
accuse him of being afraid of his 
wealthy banker members, but tell 
him it would be far better to help 
and please the masses of the peo¬ 
ple. than to please a few of the 
very wealthy members who al¬ 
ready have more wealth than they 
can use. 

“Since I met you at the Upland 
club meeting I have written to 
Mr. Charles C. Teague, president 
of the California Fruit Growers 
Exchange, asking him to indorse 
the Townsend Plan, and telling 
him that it would distribute suf¬ 
ficient buying power all over the 
United States to make a market 
for all of our fruit, at good prices, 
probably at least one dollar per 
box more than we received last 
season.

81000 per acre to the value of 
their groves. 

”I suggest that you persuade 
through your column quite a num¬ 
ber of the Orange county growers 
to write Mr. Teague. I am writ¬ 
ing Mayor C. T. Johnson of San 
Bernardino suggesting that he get 
some of his friends to write some 
letters. Let’s turn on the heat 
and see if we can wake up some 
of the big shots. They are In po¬ 
sition to do many times more 
good than the ordinary club mem¬ 
ber if we can get them Interested 
and working in the right direc¬ 
tion.” 

The writer while speaking be¬ 
fore the Upland Club No. 1 point¬ 
ed out that a vast unused market 
for citrus products existed among 
the farming element of the great¬ 
er portion of the United Slates 
and in the unemployed city dwel¬ 
lers of the nation. He suggo.sted 
that a great and needed market 
for citrus fruit would be created 
almost over-night if the buying 
power were invested 'with these 
people as the Townsend Plan pro¬ 
poses. Orange growers, why not 
point this fact out to Mr. Teague 
as Mr. Hall suggests In his letter?

SEATTLE. (iP)—Solly Krieger, 
a scowling bomber from Brook¬ 
lyn, was the new middleweight 
champion of the world today after 
beating AI Hostak so savagely he 
sent the Seattle Slav to a hos¬ 
pital, temporarily blinded, para¬ 
lyzed and without the use of one 
arm, 

Krieger, the third man to win 
the middle title in a Seattle ring 
in the last two months, fought a 
cagey, crouching battle. He 
chopped Hostak to pieces with left 
I and right crosses before 9000 sur¬ 
prised spectators. Al had been a 
heavy local favorite. 

Hostak was a dejected and 
broken battler when he left the 
ring for the hospital. He was 
game to the end—too game for 
his own good—staying the full 15 
rounds even when he had only his 
right hand left for both offense 
and defense. When it was over 
his right eye was swollen shut, 
his left almost closed, his face 
bloody and gashed, his left eye 
welted and paralyzed, and his 
hands badly injured. 

Hostak was rushed to a hos¬ 
pital where Dr. H. T. Buckner re¬ 
ported, after a .wperficial exam¬ 
ination, that bones in both hands 
were broken. Hostak .spent the 
night at the hospital and was to 
have ex-rays taken today. 

Dr. Buckner .said Hostak would 
be unable to go in training again 
for at least three months. This 
was a big jolt to the youngster 
because he had his bags packed 
to start a fighting tour of the 
country. 

By his victory Krieger takes 
the championship back East for 
the first time since Freddie 
Steele of Tacoma gained the 
crown for the Pacific coast by 
beating Eddie (Babe) Risko in 
July, 1936. Last July Hostak 
copped the champion.ship with a 
one-pound triumph over Steele 
here. This was his fir.st title de¬ 
fense. 

Eddie Marino, Hostak's mana¬ 
ger said: “Al broke his left hand 
in the second round and his right 
in the seventh. The boy didn’t 
have a chance.” 

Krieger declared his only worry 
was whether he could go the 15 
rounds for he trained down from 
173 rounds to make the 160-pound 
limit. 

The Associated Press score gave 
Hostak the fourth and 11th 
round-s, showed the first, ninth 
and 15th even, and gave the oth¬ 
er 10 to Krieger. There was only 
one knork down. Solly dropped 
Hostak to his knees for a no¬ 
count fall with a left to the jaw 
in the 14th. 

Hymie Caplan, Krieger's mana¬ 
ger, said Solly would risk his 
title only in Seattle as he had 
signed a contract with Promoter 
Nate Druxman.

Donald R. Uichberg speaks vdtli authority whp he 
points out wliy the Wagner I.ahor Act is working hadly in 
some respects and when he recommends clianges to make 
it work properly. 

Four years age Mr. Riohherg, consulting with officials 
and labor leaders during the drafting of the bill that 
became the Wagner Act, warned against some of the very 
provisions now being attacked hulh by industry and by 
labor groups. 

And years earlier he wrote onolher law—the Rail 
Labor Act—^which has been outstandingly successful in 
preserving peace between employers and employes on 
American railreads. That law is now facing its most cru¬ 
cial test. A remarkable tribute to it is the general confi¬ 
dence that its procedure, today reaching the stage of a 
report by a presidential board tf fact-finders, will settle 
tlie current railroad wage dispute without a strike. 

Mr. Richberg holds much of the trouble under the 
Wagner Act has been due to its stress on compulsion, and 
partisan compulsion at that, in contrast to the Rail Labor 

Act’s wise emphasis on concilintion. 

• • * 

One is inclined to agree with the specific improve¬ 
ments he suggests. As he .says, the National Labor Rela¬ 
tions Board should not function both as p.'’osocutor and as 
judge. And the refusal of the board to let employers as 
well as workers initiate proceedings before it is not only 
“absurd,” it is grossly unfair. 

The flaws that have been revealed in the Wagner Act 
are not beyond remedy. 

The Wagner Act has been under the test of experience 
for three years. Where it has faded to meet that test it 
should be improved and strengtliened. Where it has been 
distorted through arbitrary interpretation by the Labor 
Board, that also should be remedied by amendment. 

Just 157 years since Cornwallis surrendered and 
the King and Queen of England a-e coming over to 
see the effects. 

How Far, Mr. President? 

“We in the United States do not seek to impose on 
any other people either our way of life or our internal 
form of government. But we are determined to protect 
that way of life and that form of government for our¬ 
selves. And we are determined to use every endeavor in 
order that the western heinispher may work out its own 
interrelated salvation in the light of its own interrelated 
experience.” 

President Roosevelt, in making the above statement, 
truly speaks for the vast majority of Americans. He 
goes on to say: 

“And we affirm our faith that, v/hatever choice of 
way of life a people makes, that choice must not threaten 
the world with the disaster of war. The impact of such 
a disaster cannot be confined. . . . That statement applies 
not to the western hemisphere alone, but to the whole of 
Europe and Asia and Africa and the islands of the seas.” 

Considering the recognized probability of a war 
between Germany and Russia in the not distant future, 
that statement goes a long way. In such a war there 
would be no issue of democracy. The issue would be 
Gerrmany’s claims of need of more land and resources vs. 
Russia’s claim cf the right of prior possession. Geiroany 
would undoubtedly be the aggressor'. 

Are we ready to “affirm our faith” that Germany 
should not contest with Russia the possession of the 
Ukraine, to take sides with Russia in defending that 
barbarous dictatorship from an attack of another nation 
half as large?

“When in doubt, vote ‘yes’ on a referendum and ‘no’ 
on an initiative.” 

While that isn’t the best waj’ to vote—the best way 
being to read carefully arguments for and against, and 
then if it isn’t bedtime yet, to read the measures them¬ 
selves—^there is a lot of sense in such a course. 

Generally, an act which passes the legislature is fairly 
well in the public intorost—and an initiative is either an 
emergency measure w'hich the legislature hasn’t had time 
to act on or a proposal which the legislature hardly would 
be expected to pass. 

The sad thing is that Californians’ ballots are so 
cluttered with propositions that entirely too many voters 
are going to be using the eeny-meeny method Tuesday.

It was indeed 
laughable to all who used to know 
Mr. Farley as chairman of the 
cauliflower commission and see 
him on fight nights at the Garden 
sitting just around the corner from 
the gorillas who, by order of the 
commission, were supposed to be 
excluded from those cultural ex¬ 
ercises. 

In the interest of moral hygiene, 
Mr. Farley’s commission had rul¬ 
ed that criminals were not to be 
admitted to any of the fight clubs, 
even as cash customers, but on 
glamorous nights in those dear, 
dear, dizzy days of our James, 
would gaze about and scan the 
countenances of the very cream 
—or should one say the scum—of 
the New York underworld. Indeed, 
there came one grand gala when, 
with more than a million dollars 
in the house, there were three ex¬ 
convicts among the personal at¬ 
tendants of the tigers in the main 
event, all licensed by Mr. Farley’s 
commission. 

SPECIAL ROW 

On such evenings Mr. Farley’s 
place was in a special row re¬ 
served for certain of the more em¬ 
inent yeggs from the hall—fine, 
homeloving gentlemen all, with 
callouses on their hands, not from 
humble toil, but from handling 
of red-hot stoves in the routine 
of their daily life. 

Mr. Farley has always been a 
man of liberal mind toward the 
hard realities of the world. He 
once explained that he lacked the 
cruelty to enforce his own regula¬ 
tions, which would have banished 
fallen men from pugilism, because, 
after all, they did have to live, and 
if every hand were turned against 
them and all doors barred they 
would be forced to resume a life 
of crime.

MOTHBALL, CUBES 

Certainly it didn’t take Mr. 
Dewey to discover that the gambl¬ 
ing rights are regularly parceled 
out in the city of Saratoga Springs, 
so close to Albany that on quiet 
evenings the governor, in his pal¬ 
ace, may hear the little mothball 
whir and click and the little cubes 
gamboling on the green. In fact, 
gambling has become so important 
a part of the commerce of Sara¬ 
toga Springs that when, last sum¬ 
mer, through some political error, 
gambling was forbidden, some of 
the citizens formed a picket line 
to protest that their bread and 
butter was being taken away from 
them. There was much to their 
contention that gambling should 
be permitted, but the trouble was 
that it was against the law, a fact 
which necessitated the giving and 
taking of graft by politicians of 
the yegg type whom Mr. Dewey 
so piously deplores. 

But even conceding the truth 
of all that Mr. Dewey says and 
his right to say it, I have been 
wondering whether Mr. Dewey has 
anything else on the ball. The 
job of governing New York is no 
mere matter of heaving yeggs out 
of petty office in local adminis¬ 
trations, suppressing crap games 
and busting up rackets; for the 
most part those duties belong to 
the office of prosecutor, which 
Mr. Dewey now holds in New 
York. Mr. Dewey has not yet 
shown much appreciation of the 
greater issues, and Mr. Lehman 
has been one of the best governors 
of his time in the entire country. 
NOT EVEN TRADE 

On the careers to date I don’t 
think It would be an even trade 
and, moreover, if it was such an 
urgent matter to get Mr. Dewey 
into the district attorneyship so 
short a time ago, the same evils 
would require that he stay there 
and finish a job he gave us to un¬ 
derstand he alone was qualified to 
do. As to many matters in his new 
candidacy, Mr. Dewey seems to 
say “If you love, dear, you’ll trust 
me,” and many a nice girl has re¬ 
gretted falling for that. 

War Scares Retard

Science News The Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON. — (Special)— 
The Russian air force which Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh has report¬ 
edly criticized severely and to 
whose defense leading Soviet air¬ 
men came vigorously numbers 
about 7,000 fighting planes of all 
types, according to the most re¬ 
liable information available. 

Though little exact data on the 
performance or numbers of So¬ 
viet ships have been available in 
many years, the Russian air force 
is known to include several types 
which have aroused wide interest 
in foreign aviation circles. 

Among them is a four-engined 
bomber that recalls the “flying 
fortresses” of the U. S. army air 
corps. These are equipped with in¬ 
line engines, which are more fa¬ 
vored and better developed in 
Europe generally than the radial 
engines which are in almost uni¬ 
versal use in the United States. 

BIG BOMBER 

Other Russian planes include a 
twin-engined bomber, nicknamed 
the “katoushka,” which has re¬ 
portedly given an excellent ac¬ 
count of itself in Spain. Interest 
in the multi-engined bomber 
among several officials in the U. I 
S. army air corps, as a matter of 
fact, was reportedly aroused by 
these planes’ ability to withstand 
the attacks of pursuit ships. 

Russian twin-engined bombers, 
as well as the “Mosca” pursuit 
plane, borrow heavily from Am¬ 
erican designs. The bombers re¬ 
call the Martin bomber, while the 
pursuit ship is a modified P-26, 
now being retired from the U. S. 
army air corps as obsolete. But 
the Russians have had this plane 
for some time also and are now 
reported to be building Seversky 
fighters. A Seversky model and 
designs were purchased from the 
noted Long Island fighting plane 
manufacturer last March. 

CIVIL CRAFT BEHIND 

Russian designs generally have 
been less cleanly designed than 
American craft, but to offset that 
they use more powerful engines. 
In many cases, they use in-line en¬ 
gines, which offer much less head 
resistance than the radial power 
plant. 

A major contribution of Rus¬ 
sian aeronautics is the fact that 
the Russians were the first to es¬ 
tablish a mass production assem¬ 
bly line for airrt-aft. Such methods 
have been in use in the Soviet un¬ 
ion for several years. 

Russian civil aircraft are actu¬ 
ally considerably behind those in 
use in the United States and slight¬ 
ly behind the ships used In Europe 
generally.

WASHINGTON.—For a natioi 
which expects the United State; 
to pull her chestnuts out of the 
fire in case of war, the Britisk 
have been resorting to unpreced¬ 
ented penny pinching in the Brit- 
ish-American trade treaty negoti¬ 
ations. 

Inside story of these conversa¬ 
tions would not help the hands 
across the sea policy if they leak¬ 
ed out in detaii. Truth is that the 
British negotiators have been 
fondling every tuppence worth of 
concessions made to the United 
States as if they were his majesty’s 
crown jewels. 

Climax came about 10 days ago 
over continued British refusal to 
give tariff concessions on Ameri¬ 
can automobiles, lard and bacon. 

Stumped, state department ne¬ 
gotiators took the matter to Sec¬ 
retary Hull and he took it to the 
president. Unanimous and em¬ 
phatic, both Hull and Roosevelt 
told the British in effect: “No con¬ 
cessions on automobiles and pork 
products, no treaty.” 

But the British still refused, 
still are dickering. Hull and Roose¬ 
velt are standing pat. They know 
that the British need this treaty 
far more than the United States. 
They know that with empire pres¬ 
tige taking a nose dive throughout 
the world, they can’t afford to 
alienate American opinion furth- 

A^ASSADOR KENNEDY 

One sidelight on British treaty 
negotiations has been the attitude 
of Ambassador Joe Kennedy. A 
Bostonian, raised among Yankee 
manufacturers and republican high 
protectionists, Joe always has 
been lukewarm toward the pro¬ 
posed treaty. 

He didn’t like the idea of re¬ 
ducing U. S. tariffs on British 
manufactured goods, and from the 
viewpoint of manufacturers he is 
probably right. 

Much interested in the treaty 
negotiations, Joe frequently wired 
the state department (which was 
conducting the cpnversations in 
Washington) for details. But the 
state department never obliged. 
Joe’s requests for information 
were not answered. Department 
officials feared Joe might use the 
information to chisel the treaty’s 
progress. 

GOP STRATEGY 

If the counsel of a strong and 
able minority within republican 
ranks is followed, 1940 will see an 
important innovation. A well 
directed movement is under way 
to hold the party’s national con¬ 
vention after rather than before 
the democratic convention, for the 
first time in history. 

This would be a decided tactical 
advantage to the GOP. It would 
give them a preview of democratic 
strategy in the matter of campaign 
issues and more important, permit 
them to nominate the candidate 
best suited to offset the democratic 
contender. 

MRS. ROOSEVELT 

The country’s number one lady 
lecturer is back at the White 
House, after a tour in which she 
gave 13 lectures in 10 sj,ites in 
17 days, and took in a gross ‘gate” 
of perhaps $20,000—more than one 
of her husband’s cabinet mem¬ 
bers earns in a whole year. 

Mrs. Roosevelt does not take 
the gross, however. First, if ad¬ 
mission is charged, the local or¬ 
ganization which has brought the 
first lady to town takes whatever 
profit is left after deducting her 
flat rate. Second, out of this fee 
come the expenses and commis¬ 
sion of her booking agent. 


of a booking agent generally av- | 
erage around 50 percent, and Mrs. I 
Roosevelt, answering a question 
on terms, said, “I go out just as 
any other lecturer does, under 
exactly the same rules.” She is 
booked as “Eleanor Roosevelt,” 
not “Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt.” 

She offers five subjects for the 
local committee to chose. Her 
lecture lasts an hour, usually fol¬ 
lowed by a question period 
(“which I always offer but which 
is not always taken”) lasting from 
30 to 45 minutes. 

Though proceeds from her ra¬ 
dio broadcasts two years ago went 
to the Friends Service committee, 
there is no named beneficiary for 
the lecture engagements.

She gave one lec¬ 
ture each night, except for four 
nights used in travel. 

She traveled entirely by rail, 
“as I cannot take the risk of de¬ 
lays by air where I have definite 
contracts. I travel by air when I 
am on my own, alone.” 

3-Year Study Shows 
Sun Spot Pattern 

ANN ARBOR, Mich. — (By Scl- 
en( - Service) — Sun spots form a 
patiem of alternate maximum and 
minimum of intensity, it has been 
found in a three-year study just 
completed here by Dr. Hazel Marie 
Losh of the University of Michi¬ 
gan Observatory. 

Most commonly a maximum of 
activity in the sun’s northern hem¬ 
isphere will be accompanied by a 
minimum of activity in the south¬ 
ern hemisphere at the same longi¬ 
tude, it is found. Oppositely, a 
maximum south of the sun’s equa¬ 
tor will be accompanied by a min¬ 
imum in the northern hemisphere. 
There thus,seems to be a strong 
tendency for maximum or mini¬ 
mum activity to appear at opposite 
ends of a diameter of the sun.

GENTLENESS OF JEFFERSON 

Like that other great trouper ol 
the American theater, Minnie Mad- v 
dem Fiske, Joseph Jefferson (uni¬ 
versally and affectionately known 
as “Joe” Jefferson) began his 
stage career at the tender age of 
three, appearing as a child in the 
play of Pizarro. 

It was his characterization of 
“Asa Trenchard,” in “Our Ameri¬ 
can Cousin,” that first brought 
him repute and a place of promi¬ 
nence in the theater. Of course, his 
chief fame rests on his portrayal 
of “Rip Van Winkle,” yet his more 
critical admirers ever considered 
his acting of “Bob Acres” in “The 
Rivals” his finest imper onation. 

As an author he is known for 
his frank and charming autobi- 
ograpliy. “It is not easy for one 
who knows Joe Jefferson,” wrote 
one of his old cronies, “to write of 
his work without referring to the 
rare beauty and gentleness of his 
character as a man; and his book 
recalls his ’ personal characteris¬ 
tics on every page. The v(lried 
career of the actor and the ripe 
experiences of the man of the 
world are told with that frank¬ 
ness and purity of youth which he 
preserved through life.” — Chris¬ 
tian Science Monitor, 


NO. 18, STATE MONEY 

This measure is a constitutional 
amendment proposed by the sen¬ 
ate, authorizing the legislature to 
provide that most state money 
shall be held in trust by the state 
treasurer before being deposited 
by departments. It permits the 
treasurer to disburse the trust 
money on order of the agency or 
department depositing it. 

'Those in favor of the measure 
say It is merely technical in na¬ 
ture, providing better protection 
for state finances and establish¬ 
ing a setup like that used by the 
federal government, whereby all 
state money is accounted for to 
the treasurer and then deposited 
With banks. The state finance de¬ 
partment says it will mean a sav¬ 
ing of $150,000 to $200,000 a year 
in interest, since the treasurer can 
put the money in interest-bear¬ 
ing accounts. 

Opponents say too many inde- 
(pendent agencies have control 
I over state funds already and say 
they fear "we are opening the 
door to establi.shment in the state 
treasury of free funds which 
should be definitely protected by 
the scrutiny of the controller.” 

NO. 19, LENDING OR GIFT OF 
PUBLIC MONEY 

'This measure is a constitution¬ 
al amendment propo.sed by the 
senate, authorizing refund to vet¬ 
erans or any surplus resulting 
from their purchase of homes un¬ 
der the veterans’ welfare act. 

Proponents say that careful ad¬ 
ministration of the welfare act 
has resulted in savings of part 
of the interest money paid by 
the veterans should be entitled to 
a refund if there is the expected 
surplus in the state treasury from 
this saving. 

Opponents claim the measure 
would give one veteran—the vet¬ 
eran who has used the act—an un¬ 
fair advantage over the veteran 
who did not. Taxpayers, they 
claim, authorized a $10,000,000 
bond issue and since have helped 
by tax exemptions, and should not 
be required to distribute more 
money. The measure, they claim, 
would cause other veterans to pay 
higher interest rates to off.set 
losses. They .say It will result in 
endless litigation, and contend 
there is plenty of time to put 
forth a batter measure between 
now and 18.56, when the surplus 
I would be available for distribu¬ 
tion.

I spend part of my vacation 
last summer at Riffelalp, Switzer¬ 
land. Outside my window loomed 
one of the most beautiful and 
spectacular sights on earth—th* 
most famous mountain in Europe, 
the Matterhorn, towering almost 
three miles into the sky. 

During the fortnight I was 
there, eight climbers were hurled 
to death while trying to reach the 
top. 

The Matterhorn lifted Its proud 
head into the sky for a milliofr 
years before it was conquered. Its 
very appearance filled men with 
terror; and It was the last of ::he 
great Alpln peaks to be scaled. 

The tragic story of how It was 
finally conquered goes like this: 
After years of trying and failing, 
Edward Whymper with six com¬ 
panions reached the top of the 
Matterhorn on July 14, 1865. It 
was a tremendous accomplish¬ 
ment. Standing where no man 
had ever stood before, the climbers 
shouted In triumph as they be¬ 
held scenes of celestial beauty: 
stretching away for 100 miles 
were awe-inspiring mountains 
wearing necklaces of ice, glisten* 
ing In the Alpine sun. They 
built a calm, erected a flag, and 
left their names in a bottle. ’Then 
began the fatal descent. The four 
climbers and the three guides were 
roped together. Suddenly, one of 
the climbers fell; struck the guide 
in front of him, and knocked him 
head over heels. ’They plunged 
downwards, dragging two others 
with them. All seven were tied 
together; all would probably have 
peri.shed together if the rope 
hadn’t broken. The four men in 
front plunged 4000 feet through 
the air, bouncing from precipice 
to precipice until their mangled 
bodies landed on the glacier be¬ 
low. ’Three of the bodies were 
found, and buried where they fell 
The body of the fourth man. Lord 
Francis Douglas, was never found. 
Seventy-three years have passed 
since that tragic day, and what 
became of his body is still a mys¬ 
tery. 

Wymper and his two guides re¬ 
mained .safo on the mountain. The 
guides, paralyzed with terror, 
sobbed and cried: "We are lost!” 

To remain where they stood 
meant certain death from cold 
and starvation. So they moved 
slowly down until they reached 
the bottom the next day. 

The two guides then complained 
because the man who had hired 
them. Lord Douglas, had been 
killed and there was no one to 
pay them. Whymper agreed to 
pay, but they refused, urging him 
to report to the papers that they 
had not been paid, with the hope 
that many climbers would hire 
them next season out of pity. 
Four of the party had plunged 
4000 feet to a horrible death, and 
the only thought of these two 
guides was how they could profit 
by it next sea.son. 

Will the skeleton of Lord Doug¬ 
las ever be found? Maybe. Who 
knows? When I was in the Alps 
last summer there was found the 
skeleton of a preacher from Lau- 
•sanne who had fallen into a cre¬ 
vasse of a glacier twenty-one 
years ago.
